Weall know that millions and mfllions of tax monies are spent 
by the city each year for streets, buildings, schools, playgrounds and 
other capital structures. And the contractors who get rich on city 
contracts alone are contiauifig to practice discrimination, in effect 
preventing representation of Negroes on jobs made possible by 
thee taxing of every citizen. If there were city fair. t prac 
tices ordinances covering only the jobs created by city fax monies, 
ewes ordinances would go a dong way toward wiping out iimcrow 

in employment. 

‘ DESPITE THIS, the City of New York has no Jaw Simed at 
outlawing job discriminatiori in the city. There is a Mayors Com- 
mittee on Unity, which is actually a citizens’ committee with only 
an advisory status. The committee has no authority under the law 
and cannot enforce: the right it is organized to protect. — 

Almost from the moment he assumed his seat in the New York 
City Council back in 1948, Benjamin J. Davis, one of the first 
Smith Act victims to be railroaded to prison, sought to get passed 
a City FEPC-Law. Davis was defeated by the Democratic majority 
time after time, the resolution being bottled‘ up in a council com- 
mittee.

Civil Liberties 
Head Warns of 
Smith Act Peril 


PHILADELPHIA.—The jailing 
of Communists under the Smith Act 
is endangering the liberties of all 
Americans, Roger Baldwin, nation- 
al leader of the American Civil 
Liberties Union, told a large audi- 
ence at the monthly luncheon meet- 
ing of the American Civil Liberties 
Union at the Whittier Hotel, Oct. 
16. | 

He called for a movement to 
nudlify use of the Smith Act as 
a@ repressive measure and_ decried 
the entire wave of anti-Communist 
hysteria that has gripped the Amer- 
ica nnation, 

“We are o » aS an under- 
lying principle, to inquiries into 
. private political opinions and as- 
sociations of citizens,” he declared, 
_ in assailing the witchhunting inves- 
tigations of various Congressional 
Committees. . 

Comparing tensions in this coun- 
try with the atmosphere of calm 
prevailing in nations abroad, he 
indicated that only an end to the 
cold war would stop the attacks 
- on ‘civil liberties here.

Head Warns of 
Smith Act Peril 


PHILADELPHIA.—The jailing 
of Communists under the Smith Act 
is endangering the liberties of all}- 
Americans, Roger Baldwin, nation- 
al leader of the American, Civil 
Liberties Union, told a large audi- 
ence at the monthly luncheon meet- 
ing of the American Civil Liberties 
Union at the Whittier Hotel, Oct. 
16. 

' He called for a imnovement to: 
nullify use of the Smith Act as 
@ repressive measure and decried 
the entire wave of anti-Communist 
hysteria that has gripped the Amer- 
ica nnation. ie 

. “We are opposed, as an under- 
lying principle, to inquiries into 
private political opinions and as- 
sociations of citizens,” he declared, 
in assailing the witchhunting inves- 
tigations of various Congressional 
Committees. 

_ Comparing tensions in this coun- 
try with the atmosphere of calm} 
prevailing in nations abroad, he 
indicated that only an end to the 
cold war would stop the .attacks 
on civil liberties here.
